You are the Diroctor of Information upon whom this statutory responsibility is 
imposed* My appeal of March 30, 1972 is to thin moment witliout response* The word 
,, Joronptly ,, is tliat of the Congress, not edno# You have not cent no a copy of your 
submission to iir* Johnson* nor have I heard from hin. 


I an not unmindful of your open solicitation tliut I go to court in r-iy quoct xktk for 
suppressed cvidonco relating to tlio assassination of the President aid its invoa ti gation# 
I don't think it io poci&blo for a governu .lit official to cone olo3or to begging that ti 
case be taken to court* liow ver* I also an not unmindful of tno inevitable political 
consequences of aoiao suite* no natter how legitimate* In this cauo* the olianofully 
transparent intent is to cmka it appoar* quite falsoly* tliat the family of tiv. kreddent 
rather idion bureaucrr.to io responsible for tldo sup. reosion# Dor an I uuidntlfiul of tlie 
repeat A and no le.,o transparent uoli citation tiiat I oxploit a uodgo of your invention 
and by surrogate up ily for acooso to th*j con tract od ijiatorials* You* non I* hold test 
contract to bo legal and binding You. * ooli citation that I select an export to goo tldo 
contracted i material for no dearly violates the intent of that contract* Uor £u. 1 unaware
